The position of the tube workers ts 
attracting much attention, and many 
of the men. while declaring that they 
will stay out as long as the Amal- 
gamated men do, are making no secret 
of their perplexity regarding the ulti- 
mate outcome of their strike. A move- 
ment is on foot. it is said, to form a 
national body of the tube workers. 

President Shaffer today reiterated 
hie positive statement that all efforts 
for peace that were being made by 
the Civic Federatoin were without au- 
thority from him. He said that if et- 
ficial overtures were made by the 
combination, they would be consid- 
ered, but that was all. He denied that 
he knew of any movement that was 
being made in New York except what 
had been stated in the papers. 

Other officials ot the Amalgamated 
Association said today that there was 
no change in the strike. Everythi 
was quiet, and the men were satisfied 
with the way things were going. Re- 
ports from all the mille now partiaily 
operated with non-union men are to 
the effect that the management is 
making gains in its force, and as a 
rule, time is being given toward in- 
ducing the old men to return to their 
places. It is said that in most cases 
this work has been successful. of- 
ficials of the Demmler tin mills have 
announced their intention to start 
that plant during the present week.

HAZLETON (Pa.) Aug. 27.—A con- 
vention of representatives of the United 
Mine Workers of America from every 
mine in the anthracite coal region be- 
gan here today, and is expected to 
continve three or four days.

When asked 
what questions would receive the most 
attention, Mitchell said they were all 
contained in the call issued three weeks 
ago.

The 
theory is that he either got too close 
to the well by accident, or in his 
drunken condition went in to attempt 
to close it. He was found a f feet 
to one side of the derrick, cov with 
oil.

for washing, as it will not take soap’ 
and will make woolens sticky with lime 
soap. For drinking it can be softened 
by the use of two pounds of quick- 
lime for every thousand gallons of 
water, letting it settle over night“

Times’ Resident Correspondent.) Horti- 
cultural Commissioner Cundiff, a rec- 
ognized authority, is firm in his opinion 
that the hot weather will effectually 
kill the black scale, so that the trees 
will not need spraying. nor the fruit 
need to be scrubbed to make it present- 
able for the market. In the early part 
of the season black scale became prev- 
alent in the orchards, but the hot 
weather made practically a clean 
sweep, so that few of the scale were 
found alive. This scale breeds its 
young twice a year. The second brood 
has made its appearance in certain 
localities during the past few days, but 
the excessive heat is believed to kil! the 
young as fast as they are hatched, so 
that the trees will be cleaned of the 
black scale and smut this season with- 
out spraying. If this theory proves 
correct. it will mean a very material 
saving for the fruit growers.
